13, lines 2-11, Liron discloses at least one FIFO (Fig. 2, item 201) to transfer data between busses (Fig. 2, items 214 and 215). The 
FIFO 201 transfers data between the bus 214 and bus 215 via bus 220 and FIFO 205. In the alternative, FIFO 201 transfers data 
between bus 214 and bus 215 via micro-computer 200, bus 216, and micro-computer 204 (see column 5, lines 37-65). 
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
